Of a retiring but v-ry ambitious nature, with a graat capacity for 


work, he is a financial specialist. His competence in financial 
malters was the principal reagon that Tito, as soon ac he settled in 
pierade sade him Deputy Min’ ster of Finance of Yugoslavia. 

Bla sojevic had also been appointed Deputy to the Feople's Council 
of the Yugoslav wapublic. In 1948 he was a deputy chief of the 
Yugoslav Finance iftission to Jashington after the break between Tito 
and the Cominform took place. Upon the termination of this mission 
he stoped off in Feris on his way to Tugoslavia where he saw some of 
his friends. 


An ideologically convinced Comaunist, he detests Jestern capitalism. 
However, at the Partisan Congress of * July 1948 he was not mentioned. 
In the Tito-Cominform conflict, Blagojevic decided to side with the 
Cominform. Together with Sreten Zujevie, his personal friend, he 
realized Tito's Five Year Plan to be nothing but pure ima zination.
